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The Home Needs 


The export of merchandise from Canada 
went up 17 per cent during February from 
the figures for the corresponding month 
last year. The increase in January had been 
10 per cent. Our total exports, it is said, 
amount to about one-third of the national 
production. 

This is important in several ways. It 
helps to keep the Canadian dollar in balance 
with outside currencies. It means that we 
are establishing commercial connections 
abroad and gaining a place in outside mark- 
ets that will be of lasting advantage, Since 
trade makes friends, it is doing something 
to cultivate good relations between the Do- 
minion and other countries 

But, also, this heavy export of merchan- 
dise is leaving and prolonging scarcities of 
some kinds of commodities at home. Increas- 
ed production is therefore necessary, not 
chiefly in order to bid for customers abroad 
but primarily to fill up the vacuum left in 
Janada by the outflow, and get more things 
for ourselves to eat and wear and use 

The standard of living in Canada is away 
below par, despite the abundance of money. 
We are short of a good many prime neces- 
sities, and of a multitude of conveniences 
which would sell briskly if they were in 
plentiful supply. The only way to raise the 
actual and average family living 
is to produce these things in greater quan- 
tity. 


A Different Subject 

Neither all tenants 
are satisfied with the rent-adjustment order. 
A large number of tenants may have to pay 
more. A large number of landlords will get 
no more, and others will get less than they 
hoped to get. There are protests from both 
sides. 

These contrary reactions can surprise 
no person. They were to be looked for, They 
show that the adjustment is not a one-way 
change, and that the advantages are divided 
The tenant who has to pay more will get 
a two-year extension of possession of the 
house or apartment, under a lease which 
he can terminate at will but which is binding 
on the landlord. 

This provision, is said, cuts down | 
the likelihood that rents will go up in more 
than a minority of cases, landlords in the 
majority being umwilling to tie up their | 
property for that length of time 

One criticism offered is that the order 
will do little or nothing to induce the build- 
ing of houses for rent, That seems obvious 
for the order does not apply to houses—or 
apartments—built after Jan. 1st, 1944. Rent- 
als allowable on newly-built premises remain 
under the former regulations 

The suggestion is made that a general 
40 per cent advance of rentals would be 
necessary to speed up the building of houses 
for rent to the desirable degree. That seems 
probable, construction costs being what they 
now are. But who would occupy the houses” 
The rental level is now away above the av- 
erage income level 

There is no possibility of juggling rents 
so as to justify and stabilize the present costs 
of building. For the basic reason that the 
prospective tenants could not pay the rent- 
als required. The problem stimulating 
building will have to be tackled in a different 
way; the most promising way being the 
payment of building subsidies 

Talk about any renta) arrangement that 
would cause private enterprise start a 
wide-scale construction of houses for rent 
ia aside from the purpose of the present 
order.

A Master Producer 


The name of Henry Ford has been a 
| household word so long that people had for- 
gotten to associate him with the idea of 
mortality. Men might come and men might 
go, but Ford went right on building cars 
and tractors, and building plants so he could 
turn out more of them. 

But perhaps the greatest contribution 
to industry made by this remarkable man 
was not through the building of motor ve- 
hicles, but through the application of mass 
production. He was a pioneer in that field 
and his genius reduced the process to a fine 
art. 


To save time, energy and production 
costs he missed no short-cuts and hesitated 
at no investment ‘or novelty. Coal mines, 
iron mines, railways, ships, soya bean farms 
and rubber tree plantations, were all in his 
line if buying these or starting them meant 
a greater output from his ultimate produc- 
tion lines. 

Mass production is now the objective of 
industry everywhere. No man did more to 
make it so than the veteran who passed away 
at Dearborn on Monday, 


That’s No Place For Sam 


A Montreal paper says Mr. Sam Carr is 
living quietly in Cuba; where he is safe from 
Canadian police because Cuba has no ex- 
tradition treaty with the Dominion. Sam, it 
will be re¢alled, used to be the organizer of 
the Communist party in Canada. He left 
for parts unknown when the police started 
to look for parties implicated in the spy- 
ring disclosures. 


But Sam must be wondering now wheth- 
er he picked the right asylum. Communists 
are not very popular in Cuba. The other day 
an automobile load of anti-Marxists sprayed 
the party headquarters in Havana with 
machine-gun bullets. No one was reported 
hurt, but the significance of the gesture 
was plain enough, and not such as to spread 
tranquillity among Samuel and his congen- 
ers 

Some years ago Canada gave sanctuary 
to an ex-president of Cuba, whose political 
opponents were quite anxious to have him 
return home. If he is yet lingering in exile 
in this far from tropical clime, perhaps the 
police could arrange to exchange him for 
Sam. That is, if they are still interested 
in where Sam is, so long as he is somewhere 
outside Canada.

Off to War 


Last night Harry Filion, the re- 
formed newspaper photographer, | 
and I celebrated the anniversary 
of our departure from England to 
France. The anniversary is on Sep- 
tember 28, but we celebrate it quite 
regularly, once or twice a week. It 
is a pretty good anniversary to cel- 
ebrate. 

I guess Harry and I and the 300 

other guys we were with had the 
best send-off to the war any sol- 
diers ever had, I never quite figur- 
ed out why 1 was there, but it was 
fun while it lasted. 
) Harry and the 300 other guys 
‘were infantrymen. Somebody made 
one of those Army mistakes and 
decided I was infantry, too. That's 
how it is that I got with them, 1) 
went down to Aldershot and got 4) 
pistol and then we all got on a) 
train, after some heroic words from 
a fat brigadier, and went down to 
Newhaven. 

Newhaven is a small port on the 
other side of England, It’s not real- 
ly much of a port, at that. Just a 
long, narrow bay with high cliffs 
on each side and the town on the 
sides of the hill at the end of the | 
bay. Outside the bay is the Eng- 
lish Channel, the roughest piece of 
water 1 ever want to see. 

We got into Newhaven in the 
afternoon, made camp on the top 
of the highest hill about three 
miles from the town itself and then 
we all lined up in front of the pay- 
master to change our pounds, shill- 
ings and pence into French francs 
which didn’t seem at all like real 

oney. 

Harry and I decided to pool our 
money. I had more money than 
Harry, but we both thought Harry | 
was going to be killed so that was 
the least I could do. When we got 
out of the blackjack game at mid 
night we had nearly 10,000 francs 
between us, 


The Farewell 


The next morning, after break- 
fast, we fell in under full pack 
and marched down the side of the 
hill and through the town to the 
dockside. It was a_ bright, windy 
morning. Everybody was exhilarat- 
ed, thinking about going to France 
and getting killed. 

All through the town the people | 
stopped in the streets to wave | 
good-bye to us. The housewives 
leaned out the windows and came 
out of the front doors with their 
children, “Goodbye, Canada,” they 
shouted, and “God bless you, Can- 
ada.” We all put our thumbs up 
like Churchill, and looked brave 
and tough. 

We crowded on a little LCI, an 
infantry landing craft. Pretty soon 
the word got about that we 
wouldn't be sailing because of 
™orms in the Channel. We could 
see the white water smashing 
against a break-water out at the 
mouth of the port. 

There was a tremendous supply 
of self-heating “mock turtle soup 
on the boat, We were all fascinated 
with this. You punched a hole in 
the top of the can and the soup 
started to heat until it bubbled 
right out of the hole. We lay on 
the decks in the sun, self-heating 
the soup, looking up at the tiny 
bright fireflies of Flying Fortresses 
that travelled each day to the con- 
tinent, talked about the war being 
over soon and about getting killed | 

Late in the afternoon it was of- 
ficially announced, we wouldn't 
sail. We got back under our packs | 
fell in on the dock and marched 
back through the town and up the 
big hill. The people thought we 
were Canadians returning on leave 
or maybe walking wounded. They 
stopped in the streets and shouted, 
“\Well-ione, Canada.” The house- 
wives came to the doors and shout- 
ed, “Welcome back to Blighty.” | 

Harry and I lost 4000 francs that | 
night in camp. 


And Goodbye 


It went on for four days. Each 
morning we paraded down the hill, 
through the town, into the little 
ship, The enthusiasm of the people | 
fin the town grew each morning. | 
One soldier looks like any other)

soldier. I guess they thought this 
was a great new wave of reinforce- 
ments. We began to recognize some 
of the prettier housewives a nd 
jooked forward to passing those | 
houses. 

The weather continued dazzling 
bright and hot in the bay, protect- 
ed by hills from the gale. We self- 
heated the mock turtle soup until 
it was coming out of our ears. We 

atched the Forts and talked and | 


looked out to the white water | 
crashing over the breakwater 
Everybody felt, at this rate, that 
the war would be over before they 
got to it and they might not be 
killed, after all, 

Except for the mock turtle soup 
jit was wonderful. Everybody was 
getting tanned, lying in the sun 
The war seemed farther away than 
ever. One of the sergeants had fal- 
Jen in love with one of the house- 
wives. A corporal was talking 
about running for mayor. 

On the fifth night we were call 
ed out at 3 in the morning and 
marched down to the train. There 
wasn't a soul on the streets. We 
climbed into the train with every- 
body's spirits low. The next morn- 
ing in Southampton we went up 
the gangplank of a big ship that

U.S. Fleet Will Visit Mediterranean

MEDITERRANEAN SEA 


The U.S. navy has announced a 
naval task force of 12 ships, under 
the command of Vice-Adm, Ber- 
nard H. Bieri, lower left, will 
make a “spring visit” to Greek 
and Turkish waters, as shown on 
map. The task force, led by the 
aircraft carrier Leyte, will in- 
clude three light cruisers and six 
destroyers. Ports of call on the 
itinerary of the flotilla are Gib- 
raltar (1); Napes, Italy (2); Suda 
Bay off Crete (3); The Dardan- 
elles and the Turkish port of 
Istanbul (4), and (5) Alexandria 
and the Suez Canal. Admiral

Weather Experts Consider 
Ways to Control Conditions 


WASHINGTON, (NANA)— Does 
the wind in your hair and the soft 
rain on your face give you a pain in 
the neck? It does Dr. Harry Wexler 
chief of the scientific services of the 
United States weather bureau here 
in Washinghon weatherman whe 
not-only talks about the weather 
but is also doing something about it 

Take a hurricane, for instance 
Florida wishes someone else would 
take all of them for keeps; and in 
something of a huff suggested to 
Wexler that the weather bureau 
get hep to the atomic age and put 
a stop to the big winds. At the drop 
of a slide rule and with a little cog- 
itating the head weatherman said 
he'd be willing to oblige, but t 
good citizens of that state better 
hold their ears and ready to go 
underground

Much Comment 

Asked if the Bikini and other 
atomic-bomb explosions could have 
had anything to do with the messy 
mixture that has been passing for 
week-end weather the past six 
months, Wexler answered with a 
far-fetched “maybe 

“I've heard a lot of comment 
about this,” he admitted, “and I 
don't blame people much for won- 
dering.” Actually, he explained, the 
energy and force of an ordinary 
thunderstorm far surpasses the 
blasting effect of an atomic bomb 
And when you get to talking about 
air currents across entire continents 
which are sometimes two and three 
miles high, you are getting into a 
field of force that is almost beyond 
our conception and certainly beyond 
our present ability to measure it 
“The bad weather Great Britain 
has been having all winter is com- 
ing from Siberia,” he explained. He 
said that presumably H 


England is 
aware of this, but so far has re- 
frained from making it an inter- 
national issue 

Weather in the future may be an 
international isSue, Wexler said 
This will occur when man has mas- 
tered the art of altering weather to 
suit his whims, he explained, adding 
that so far experts in the business 
are just beginning to realize what 
can be done. “But you can see what 
will happen if the weatherman in 
one state, or in one country for that 
matter, makes it snow or rain. The 
next state or the next continent 
will probably complain that all of 
its moisture is being stolen 

No Development 

Wexler said that some physicists 
are studying the effects of the 
atomic-bomb explosions on weather 
The Bikini weatherman, said, how- 
ever, that the bomb did not stir up 
anything unusual at the time of the 
“No even a small shower,” 
xJer declared 

The possibility that particles of 
radioactive materials from the 
bombs may have acted as rain 
“seeds” later on is not ‘thoroughly 
discounted. In order for it to rain 
at all the “seeds,” known techni- 
cally as hydro-static ions, must be 
present. An atomic blast in the fu- 
ture may be used to plant the 
seeds” which are now present in 
the air in the form of salt particle 
from the ocean, or specks of dust 
from the earth 

Moisture forms about the “seeds 
and eventually clouds are formed 
and rain or snow results. Ions are 
plentiful in the air at the present 
time, Wexler said, but not always 
in the right place at the right time 
With atomic energy, more could 
possibly be blasted into the air, say 
over the Sahara desert, but the 
Washington weatherman is a bit 
chary about fooling around with 
forces as big as the weather 

“We are making progress in our 
studies of large-scale weather move- 
ments,” he explained. “However, we 
want to know where we are going 
before we start upsetting anything 
a5 massive as the natural forces of 
nature. Right now we are experi- 
menting with the various stages of 
condensation and ionization for the 
creation of rain or snow 

Wexler likes to muse on the pos- 
sibility of exploding 400 atomic 
bombs in one big bang. He has work- 
ed out all the mathematics himself 
But he doubts that it will happen 
in his lifetime, although he does 
loresee in the future large-scale, 
manmade weather, produced by an 
obliging operator in a sunny man- 
her that will please the most ard- 
ent Sunday picnicker
